Bridge and structural tron workers 
met last night in Musicans’ hall and 
voted to continue work under the ex- 
isting contract which provides a min- 
imum wage rate of $1.25 an hour. 

The action of the iron workers au 
tomatically sets at rest all threats of 
runaway strikes by building trades 
which were dissatisfied with their $1.25 
an hour rate and wanted the bricklay- 
ers’ and plasterers’ minimum rate of 
$1.50 an hour. 

Long before the meeting was called 
last. night the hall on West Washingtor 
street was packed with iron workers. 
The union officials advised against tak- 
ing any nap action and pointed out 
that. if stike action were taken it would 
be in violation of an existing contract 
between the union and employers. 

Shortly after the bricklayers were 
granted an increase from $1.25 an 
hour to $1.50 as a minimum rate, agi- 
tation was started among the local 
iron workers, mostly by fellow work- 
ers from other cities where bu‘iding 
was shut down by high wages, for a 
similar rate. 

The iron workers were parties to 
the Landis uniform agreement which 
provides that all wage demands ‘shall 
be fixed on or before ‘the first of each | 
February until 1926. The retention of 
the $1.25 an hour rate was automati- 
cally set when no action was taken 
by the iron workers’ officials in that 
month. Similar agreement govern 
the wage rates of electricians, tile 
getters, steamfitters, machinery mov- 
ers, composition floor finishers, and 
ornamental fron workers.

Rates Read justed 


Washington, D. C., June 9.— Express 
rates throughout the country were or- 
dered readjusted today by the inter“ 
state commerce commission, which au- 
thorized general increases in the eastern 
zone, approximating 8 per cent, and 
slight reductions in the west and the 
south. 

The ‘basic rate for the frst fifty miles 
haulage in eastern trunk line territory 
is now approximately 15 cents, In- 
creases have brought it to 24 cents. Un- 
der the readjustment the rate woul? 
be approximately 26 cents. The south- 
ehn basic rate of 20 cents, which was 
horizontally increased to 30 cents, would 
be decreased to approximately 28% cents. 
In the prairie states the basic rate of 
24 cents, which was horizonally in- 
creased to 35 cents, would be readjusted 
to about 31 cents. The mountain ter- 
ritory basic rate of 28 cents, increased 
to 88 cents sine 1918, would be brought 
down to approximately 31 cents. 

The west coast rate of 24 cents, hori- 
zontally increased since 1918 to 35 cents, 
would be reduced to about 81 cents.
